REGISTRATION DATES SET FOR YOUNG PEOPLE'S CLASSES AT THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART 



Saturday art classes for young people between the ages of 3 and 17 begin on 
October 2 and run through December 11 (no class on November 27) at The Cleveland 
Museum of Art. Registration dates for these classes are as follows: Museum 
members may register on Friday, September 10, from 10 to 4, and on Saturday, 
September 11, from 10 to 3. Nonmembers may register only on Saturday, from 10 to 3.. 

Classes are arranged according to age level and are open to children of 
Museum members and nonmembers. Since classes are limited in size, enrollment is 
in order of registration. In order to begin class, each child must be registered 
by an adult in person at the Museum, although the child does not have to be present 

at the time of registration. All classes are open to any handicapped student. 

Fee for classes is $5 for members and $10 for nonmembers, payable at the 
time of registration. Fees can be waived in the case of financial need by calling 
Sue Kaesgen in the Museum's department of art history and education (421-7340, 
ext. 400) prior to registration. Memberships in the Museum may be purchased through 
the Museum's membership department. For information on membership call Mary Beth 
Oster, membership supervisor, at 421-7340, ext. 277. 

All 
classes will be offered twice each Saturday, once in the morning from 9:30-11:00 am
